District Attorney Rules That | 
Change. in City Limits Will 
Not Affect School

All uncertainty about the | 
school situation in the annex- | 
ation district is removed in the | 
letter from James L. King of | 
the district attorney’s office, 
written to Henry H. Reimer. 
The letter, dated Jan. 3, 1935, 
follows: 

“Dear Sir: We wish to ac- 
knowledge receipt of your re- 
cent letter requesting infor- 
mation as to the effect on the 
school boundaries of the pro- 
posed change of the city of On- | 
tario to the city of Upland. 

“Under the law, the propos- 
ed change will in no manner 
affect the school boundaries. 

The territory will remain in 
the Ontario school district. 
Signed James L. King for Dis- 
trict Attorney Stanley Mussell. 

In other words, students re- 
siding in the district north of 
660 feet south of Seventh street 
will be able to continue to at- 
tenq the Edison school if the 
annexation election places the 
district within Upland.

Because nationalism closes the | 
mind of a nation, nationalism is 
one of the greatest menaces of | 
the world today, declared Dr. Roy 
L. Smith, pastor of the First 
Methodist church of Los An- 
geles, before a crowded auditor- 
ium at Chaffey junior college last 
evening. Dr. Smith appeared fifth | 





}on the series cf lectures on “Men- 
‘aces to World Order”, 


speaking 
on the topic of nationalism. 
Dr. Smith defined nationalism 
as that mind and action of those 
who believe in a sovereign state 
which there is no higher 
It is that government 
is answerable only to its 


power. 


and not to the moral order of | 
the universe. He illustrated this | 
by citing the case of Japan which 
represents nationalism in its most 
clearly defined form today. The 
idea of divine destiny and a 
chosen pecple make the command 
or law of the emporer the last | 
word in the moral universe to his 
subjects. 
War Aids ‘Nationalism 

The world war, the speaker 
stated, brought a rise in national- 
ism as it fostered new social at- 
titudes produced by the sudden | 
movement of large groups of 
people throughout the world, and 
new political and social upheay- 
als all over Europe. 

The idea of nationalism has 
been augmented by the influence | 
of the principle of self-determina- 
tion of small nations, which the 
lecturer said was cne of the most 
disrupting and dangerous  in- 
fluences in politics as he felt 
that it always delayed peace

PART OF GIGANTIC 
BUILDING PROGRAM 


$100,000 Plant Can Store 450 
Cars of Lemons—Invest- 
ment Is $476,000 





The Upland Lemon Growers as- | 
sociation building now being oc- 
cupied brings to a close a gigan- 
tic building program extending 
over nearly .15 years. The new 
structure has a frontage of 240 
feet on Fourth avenue and 312 
feet on A street. It is built in 
an L shape arounq two sides 
of the large storage unit com- 
pleted in April, 1933. 

With the new unit the Upland 
Lemon Growers association will 
have the world’s largest lemon | 
packing plant, as well as the 
world’s largest association of the 
kind and handling the largest 
volume of lemons of any one 
concern, Many tons of con- 
crete and steel have gone into 
the new building, and it is as 
mear earthquake proof as it is 
possible to make a structure. 

Storage capacity of the new 
structure is about 450 cars. In 
the adjoining storage plant about 
350 cars can be stored. The as- 
sociation’s packing plant south 
of the Santa Fe tracks has a 
storage capacity of approximate- | 
ly 350 cars, making a total stor- 
age space of about 1150 cars. 
The packing building south of 
the tracks was erected during 
1921 and 1922, and a $50,000 ad- 
dition was built in 1927, 

The new and modern office | 
building was moved into in Octo- 
ber, 1934. The new plant was 
erected at a cost of $100,000. 
The association now has an in- 
vestment of approximately $375,- 
000 in buildings, $80,000 in ma- 
chinery atd equipment and $21,- 
000 in land, totaling the im- 
mense sum of $476,000. 

While the new unit was not 
yet completed, the first fruit was 
received there Fev 25, and the 
first day of washing was Feb. 27. 
There are 260 growers numbered 
among the membership of the 
Upland Lemon Growers associa- 
tion. They own 2010 acres of 
lemons, which includs about 300 
lemon groves.

Mr. Swanton reported to Post- 
master G. B. Hayden that the 
deal hand’t been closed, as my 
father had refused to come 
through with an additional $200 
that he wanted. So anxious 
were many citizens of the town 
that there be a change in news- 
paper ownership that Postmaster 
Hayden delivered 
Mr. Swanton after circulating a 
subscription paper. 

L. R. Bradley, who at 
time was the town’s foremost 
in downtown retailers, was one 
of the contributors and was one 
of the family’s best friends in 
spite of the fact that it cost him 
$25. And in passing, let me say 
that the little town as it was then 
never had, and as it is now, nev- 
er will have, two more loyal 
citizens than L. R. Bradley and 
G. B. Hayden. When the real 
facts were explained to them on 
the newspaper deal they charged 
what it cost them up to exper- 
ience. 

When all the junk in the two 
newspaper plants was assem- 
bled the town still lacked a 
newspaper plant, and not desir- 
ing to invest in a building, A. 
P. Harwood was persuaded to 
build cne for us. 

As we came from a progressive 
town in Southern Michigan of 
3000 population, dropping off 
into North Ontario on that July 
morning, resulted, before night, 
in the town’s having one of the 
most homesick families that ever 
came there. 

AS we were more interested, 
however, in my father’s health, 
we successfully made him be- 
lieve that we were all happy and 
delighted with his decision. 

The town was uninccrporated, 
what few sidewalks the town 
had were built according to each 
property owner's idea, and of 
course didn’t meet at property 
lines.

Streets Rather Rough 

The sereets were oiled, which 
was an annoyance to every 
housewife and when they rolled 
out and up into deep ruts cvery- 
body cussed. The town had one 
building, the I. O. O. F. struc- 
ture, as well as a brick building 
occupied bv the Leeson grocery 
store which stocd where Mac’s 
drug store now is located. The 
rest of the buildings were most- 
ly shacks, except the ‘Commercial 
National bank which graced the 
corner where the Bank of Amer- 
ica now stands. To the south 
of the building were weeds as 
high as your head. 

It appears to me as I lcok 
back on the town in those days 
that telephone poles along Sec- 
ond avenue were sO numerous 
that they resembled a picket 
fence. 

What the town lacked in mod- 
ern ideas was more than made 
up by the people—they were as 
fine citizens as any town could 
want and they treated us royally. 

This story wouldn’t be com- 
plete unless I mentioned the fire 
department and the loyalty of 


those men who made it what it) 


is. North Ontario’s water ser- 
vice in 1901 might be rated as 
awful, but E. P. Fuller and Char- 
ley Fuller brought it out of its 
rundown condition and gradual- 
ly improved it until the city took 
it over. 

The town’s first fire was at a 
drug store and the only fire 
fighting equipment the town had 
was a line of hose about a half 
block long. Two or three wood- 
en buildings were burned down, 
the brick wall of L. R. Bradley’s 
grocery store stopping the fur.

Local Citrus Is Marketed 
Through Cooperative— 
$4,179,159 Is Income 


Most o fthe citrus fruit pro- 
duced in the Upland district is 
marketed through the California 
Fruit Growers Exchange. An 
o...dce is maintained here, with 
Harry B. Harlow manager. Dur- 
ing the last year a total of 3,- 
73314 carloads of citrus fruit 
were sent from here by the Ex- 
change to markets of the world. 

This total of shipments was 
made up of the following varie- 
ties: Navel oranges, 1,340%; 
Valencia oragnes, 333; grapefruit, 
9414; miscellaneous varieties, 
27%, and lemons, 1,937%. 

Sale of thih fruit brought to 
the growers $4,179,159. This 
sum is $1,000,000 more than was 
the income for the previous year. 

The citrus associations belong- 
ing to the Exchange directly 
supervise the picking and pack- 
ing of the fruit, with each of the 
groups working through the Ex- 
change offices in timing the ship- 
ments. The vast Exchange or- 
ganization throughout the nation 
and in principal foreign centers 
handles the actual selling func- 
tion. 

Speaking of the returns for 
last year, Mr. Harlow said: “All 
varieties shared in a higher av- 
erage f. 0. b. return. Marketing 
problems were just as great as 
before, in fact the total supply 
of citrus fruits has shown a 
steady increase. During the last 
five wear period the increase was 
20.5 per cent over the volume for 
preceding five years.”

Several years later the young 
community had acquired quite 
a number of residents and there 
was talk of incorporating. 

“At first the community was 
known as ‘North Ontario,’ but 
we got tired of that name,” he 
continued. “A town meeting 
was called and it was decided to 
take the name of ‘Upland’.” 


Mr. Adams has lived in the 


town he named for 35 years. 

“T settled in Upland because it 
is midway between San Bernar- 
dino and Los Angeles,” he re- 
lated.
